Rolling Downs and Range Crests 

THE Darling Downs is among the most picturesque and healthful 
regions in Queensland. Situated on the sunset side of the Main 
Range inland from Brisbane, the Downs (geographical division) 
occupies some 25,825 square miles and supports a population of 113,000 — 
an extensive province which is not only exceedingly fertile, but contains within 
its borders an infinite variety of scenic delights, and has a most genial climate. 
Not for nothing have many of the Governors of Queensland hastened to the Toowoomba 
uplands in summer, like Indian vice-royalty to Simla, to escape the coastal humidity. Even 
Queenslanders are attracted to crowd the annual excursion trains which run from Brisbane 
when the wheatfields are at their loveliest. Visitors from overseas, accustomed to the 
snippety patchwork of crops in England, are entranced by their first view of what seems 
an illimitable sea of waving greens and browns. 



Many and varied are the excursions which may be made through 
this charming countryside. The blood-red soil of the range top and 
the rich black downlands contrast picturesquely with the verdure of 
windy-wide paddocks and chequered farmlands. Streams run down 
from the ranges, fringed with the green flounces of willows. Orchards 
and farms and groves of trees, always trees, are scattered over the 
uplands so that at every turn the eye is delighted with some fresh 
vignette. 

- The principal towns of the Darling Downs are located on the 
main Southern Railway line, so that direct access is provided from both 
Brisbane and Southern capitals. A splendid through-road also runs 
from Brisbane to Warwick, via Toowoomba. Good hotel and guest 




house accommodation is available. 
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is no more charmingly situated provincial city in the whole 
of Queensland than Toowoomba, capital of the Darling Downs. 
Visitors notice that there is more than a touch of the old-world 
about this mountain city — features which recall Europe quite 
vividly, especially parts of provincial France. This is due chiefly 
plane-tree boulevards of Amiens, for instance.

Toowoomba (101 miles by rail, 84 miles by road, from 
Brisbane) is situated on the summit of the Main Range at 
an altitude of almost 2,000 feet. Though this highland 
region abounds in magnificent views, the panoramas 
obtained from the Range at Toowoomba are the most
